For your convenience we have ground peat at $1.00 and good compost at $1.50 
a bushel. The compost is FORTIFIED with superphosphate and ammoniam sulphate. 


We have an experienced crew of men for tree maintenance. This includes trim- 
ming, cabling, bracing, cavity work, transplanting, spraying and removal.

We give a 50% replacement on mortality guarantee. All retail sales are made 
subject to replace at % price on items failing to survive first growing season; if 
given reasonable care. 


We furnish general planting instructions as recommended by Colorado-Nursery- 
men’s Association, with each purchase and have more detailed planting instructions 
on fruit trees, grapes and on orchard care and maintenance.
